Boiling resentment

BOISE — Flanked by Republican 
legislative leaders who made it their 
top priority. Gov. Phil Bntt signed a 
bill into law Thursday that will re- 
duce property taxes by S40 million. 

"This bill grams Idaho taxpayers 
the largest property tax relief in Ida- 
ho history" Batt said during a sign- 
ing ceremony in his office. “It fulfills 
my campaign promise to grant this 
relief within -the first 90 days of my 
administration." 


Idaho’s first Republican governor 
in 24 years hailed lawmakers for en- 
acting the plan that he contends in 
the long term will generate far more 
property tax relief by limiting |ocal 
governments’ ability to expand. 

Besides the permanent reduction 
from cutting the basic school district 
operating levy 25 percent, the $40 
million plan imposes a 3-pcrccnt cap 
on annual budget increases for prop- 
erty tax-financed governments — 
primarily cities and counties. 

Opponents fear Batt’s plan will 


provide only marginal relief for most 
taxpayers while hamstringing local 
governments trying to cope with 
growth, resulting in deteriorating ser- 
vices that might hurt expansion. 

Even its most ardent supportcre in 
the Legislature did not dispute that 
just 30 percent of the reduction goes 
to resident homeowners. The rest — 
including an estimated S4 million to 
out-of-stoters owning vacation 
homes or property in Idaho resort ar- 
eas — goes mainly to business and 
formers. 


“The critics of this tax relief say 
the average homeowner won’t see a 
huge decrease in his or her property 
tax bill,” Batt said during a signing 
ceremony i|r his office. “But what 
has been overlooked and underre- 
ported is that, for the first time in 
years, current Idaho property taxpay- 
ers will pay less taxes instead of sig- 
nificantly more.” 

He said property tax increases 
were the most consistent complaint 
he heard while campaigning for gov- 
ernor.

Ally claims 
Fox waffles 
on fund use

TWIN FALLS t -S tate Schools Superin- 
tendent Anne C. Fox may be backjng 
away from her campaign pledges to reject 
federal school-reform money. 

During her 1994 edmpaign, Fox repeat- 
edly denounced Goals 2000, a federal pro- 
gram that encourages states to improve 
public education. < 

But one of Fox's staunchest allies dur-; 
ing the 1994 campaign 
warns that Fox is waf- , 
fling on her promise. 

Kathy Thomsen, a 
leading opponent of 
federal education pro- 
grams, sqid Fox 
promised her, during an 
hour long meeting at the 
State Education Depart- 
ment last week, that she 
would send Goals 2000 
funds back to the feder- p ox 
al government. . 

Goals 2000 would funnel more than 
$400,000 federal dollars into Idaho school 
reform this year. Next year's allocation 
_ could top$ 1.6 million.

Rains drench South as storms spawn killer tornado 


Heavy rain and thunderstorms spread from Texas ncrosS 
the Virginias Thursday and a tornado killed three people in 
Alabama. 

Flooding has hit Mississippi, Alabama, Tennessee and 
North Carolina as some areas received as much as 7 inches 
of rain, nnd more was due. 

Heavy rain forced about 30 families in western North Car- 
olina’s Cherokee County from their homes. Driving was per- 
ilous in other parts of the state as water stood on roads nnd 
bridges were closed. 

A pre-dawn tornado cut a quartcr-milc-widc, 5-mtlc-long 
swath in northern Alabama, killing three people nnd injuring 
about 100 more in Arab. 

Freezing rain coated roads from Texas’ Red River Valley 
into Oklahoma, where three people died in traffic accidents 
blamed on ice and police reported more than 200 crashes. 

Wind gusted to 1 18 mph at Mount Washington, N.H. \ 

Showers and thunderstorms were expected across the mid-t 


Atlantic states, the Southeast nnd the Gulf Coast, while snow 
showers were likely in the northern Plains, Minnesota and 
upper Great Lakes region. 

Dry, mild weather wns forecast from the Southwest into 
the Mississippi River Valley. 


Today's weather fact 


Clouds form when the air cools to the dew point. Remem- 
ber, a cloud is nothing but tiny water droplets. 

The temperature of the air cools as it rises in the atmo- 
sphere. tending to form clouds. How die air rises helps shape 
the clouds. 

• If the air is stable, without much movement, trforms 
clouds that are Hat and layered. If the air is unstable, (he up- 
ward motion produces puffy clouds. 

If the air is warm enough to start with, those puffy clouds 
are the ones that run the skies gray and dump rain, and in the 
severe weather season can turn into killers.

IRS progress 
‘minimal’ on 
modernizing 

WASHINGTON (AP) — After 
spending eight years and $2 billion, 

— the-lnicmal-Rcvcnuc -Service -has— 
made minimal progress toward 
bringing its antiquated computer 
systems into the 1990s, congres- 
sional auditors said Thursday. 

“There remains a high risk that 
IRS will not complete (its modern- 
ization program) promptly and 
cost-effectively." said Hazel E. Ed- 
wards of the General Accounting 

Office. 

Hoping to win a substantial 
spending increase for the Tax Sys- 
tems Modernization program, IRS 
Commissioner Margaret Milner 
Richardson vigorously disputed the 
GAO’s contentions. 

“I think we have made significant 
progress, not minimal progress ... 
but we do know we can and must 
do more," she told a House Appro- 
priations subcommittee. 

The IRS is asking Congress for 
$1.03 billion for its modernization 
program in 1996, up from S622 
million this year.

The goal was to transform the 
IRS by 2000 from a labor-intensive, 
paper-heavy agency into a nearly 
paperless work place, where tax re- 
turns are filed electronically and 
any documents are converted to 
electronic data instantly accessible 
to IRS employees nationwide. 

"However, after eight years and 
an investment of almost $2 billion, 
IRS’ progress ... has been mini- 
mal," the GAO’s Edwards said. 

The IRS has made a number of 
changes that “marginally im- 
proved" its operations but the 
changes were not designed "to be 
an integrated part of the compre- 
hensive (modernization) program."

Poll : Give Foster a 
chance in hearings 


Speaker concedes 
risk with reform 


NEW YORK (AP) — About 
three in four Americans think Dr. 
Henry Foster Jr. deserves a full 
'Senate hearing rather than having 
■ his nomination for surgeon general 
scuttled by the abortion issue, an 
Associated Press poll finds. 

The Tennessee obstetrician-gyne- 
cologist faces a difficult fight for 
Senate confirmation after stumbling 
over disclosure of the number, of 
abortions he has performed. 

Onc-third of the 1,008 adults in 
the poll" perceive a lack of truthful- 
ness in Foster’s inconsistent 
accounts. But more respondents, 43 
percent, sec innocent misstate- 
ments. The rest are not sure. 

Nineteen percent say Foster’s 
c red ibility has s uffere d so much 
lliat President Clinton should with- 
draw his nomination. In contrast, 73 
percent sny Foster deserves a full 
confirmation hearing. .That could 
come next month, although Foster 
was already making his case by vis- 
iting senators Thursdny. 

An overwhelming 70 percent in 
the poll say. the fact that Foster per- 
formed abortions should not dis- 
qualify him from serving as the 
nation's chief advocate for public 
health. Twenty-two percent say the 
abortions should disqualify him; 8 
percent aren't sure. 

The poll was taken Friday 
through Tuesday by ICR Survey 
Research Group of Media, Pa., part 
of AUS Consultants. Results have a 
margin of error of plus or minus 3 
percentage points. 

Support for the nomination out- 
' strips opposition by 36 percent to 
22 percent, but 41 percent have no 
opinion. That includes 29 percent 
who volunteer that they do not have 
enough information yet. 

Nearly half those who oppose 
Foster do not think he should be 
disqualified simply for performing 
abortions. And those who oppose 
legalized abortion still favor a full" 
hearing for Foster, 49 percent to 44 
percent. 

Of those in the poll who general- 
ly favor abortion rights, Foster gels 
45 percent support and only 14 per- 
cent opposition. He is opposed by 
44 percent of those who think abor- 
tion should not be allowed. 

Sixty percent of abortion oppo- 
nents think his involvement with 
the procedure disqualifies him.

America” ignores working 
Americans and that almost half of its 
proposed S725 billion tax cut would 
go to families earning more than 
$100,000 a year. 

"Republicans arc now behaving 
like Robin Hood on rewind," he told 
a Labor Department Low Wage 
Workers Conference. ‘‘They’re pick- 
ing the pockets of the poor to pump 
up the purses of the prosperous." 

Saying there arc “tens of millions” 
of- Americans working harder than - 
, ever before and barely making it, 
Retch urged adoption of President 
. Clinton’s proposal to boost the 
S4.25 hourly minimum wage to 
S5.

HGLIN AIR FORCE BASE. Fla. 
(AP) — Four soldiers died of expo- 
sure alter struggling through chilly, 
chest-deep swamp waters in the Inst 
days of a two-month effort to 
become Army Rangers. 

The soldiers, training' to be among 
the Army's elite troops, hud already . 
undergone stressful testing in the 
forest, desert and mountains to pre- 
pare them for extreme' conditions 
faced in warfare. 

They had been out in the swampy 
grounds of Eglin Air Force Base in 
the Florida Panhandle since 
Saturday, and eight began suffering 
from hypothermia Wednesday. 
Hypothermia is caused, by severe 
loss of body heat, leading to 
extreme fatigue, drowsiness, disuri- 
culiition, and sometimes death. 

Seven were taken to a clinic, where 
three of them died late Wednesday. 
The rescue effort was hampered by 
Ibggy weather. The body of the eighth 
was found about daybreak Thursday. 

"Ranger training is ... one of the 
most difficult courses the Army 
offers.” said A I Blanchard, a former 
Ranger and a spokesman at Fort 
Henning, Ga„ Ranger headquarters. 

“The whole course is designed to . 
push the individual. There is very 
lilllc sleep involved, a lot of stress. 


It’s not unusual for the individual to 
keep going on sheer guts." 

Blanchard said he didn't know 
what the water temperature was, but 
"it doesn’t have to be particularly 
cold to suffer from hypothermia." 

The Florida Panhandle had 
warmed up after a cold snap wit!) 
highs in the 40s qnd lows at or 
below freezing. The National 
Weather Service estimated that 
water temperatures for this time of 
year range in the mid to upper 50s. 

The soldiers began boat training 
Wednesday morning and were 
patrolling in the swamps by mid-after- 
noon. They began building rape bridges 
as they moved into deeper waters. 

At about 5:30 p.m., instructors 
noticed one student was showing 
signs of hypothermia, and by the 
time a Helicopter arrived, several 
others started showing symptoms 
and were taken to a clinic, said offi- 
cials at the 724-Miuarc-mile base. 

Three of the survivors were in 
good condition and the fourth was 
listed as stable and in intensive care. 

Names and borne units of the sol- 
diers were not released pending 
notiffcation of relatives, 

The deaths were being investigat- 
ed by the Army Safety Office out of 
Fort Rucker, Ala.

Data will be radioed to the team’s command post on shore, and also 
will be transmitted to interested research laboratories worldwide 
through o U.S. government weather satellite, the Ministry of Mines said. 

Jewish population in Germany soars 

, FRANKFURT, Germany — The number of Jews in Germany has 
risen more than 60 percent since 1989 due largely to immigration 
from eastern Europe, Jewish officials said Thursday. ' 

The Jewish population in Germany is 45,466, compared with 
27,71 1 in 1989, according to the Jewish welfare office. The number is 
expected to reach 50,000 by the end of the year. 

EU suspends talks on aid to ex-colonies 

BRUSSELS, Belgium — Talks on how much aid European coun- 
tries will give 70 of their former colonics broke off Thursday less 
than an hour after they started. 

The European Union, divided over the size of an aid package for 
the next five years, had nothing to offer in terms of money or trade 
agreements to the African, Caribbean and Pacific nations. 

“It was better to suspend tnlks," French Foreign Minister Alain 
Juppe told reporters. 

What was supposed to have been a two-day meeting opened, and closed, 
with Thursday’s talks. The two groups arc now expected to meet again in 
the spring, giving the EU time to agree on the size of the aid package. 

Weapons disagreement grows worse 

CAIRO, Egypt — In one of the worst rows in 16 years of peace’ 
with Israel, President Hosni Mubarak Thursday called Israel’s sus- 
pected nuclear arsenal a threat to Egyptian national security and 

warned it could damage already tense relations. , 

Mubarak hastily called a news conference to blast Israel for criticiz- 
ing Egypt’s refusal to support renewing the Nuclear Nonproliferation 
Treaty unless Israel signs it. Egypt has urged other Arab countries to 
adopt n similar position. 

Israel is secretive about its nuclear weapons program, but is 
believed to have about 300 warheads. It has refused to sign the non- 
prolifcndion treaty until there is a comprehensive peace in the region, 
citing tip potential threat from Iraq, Libya or Iran.

HAVRE-AUBERT, Quebec — Sealers in the Gulf of St. Lawrence wel- 
comed the Canadian government’s decision to expand the seal hunt and 
said Thursday that activists who oppose it arc killing small communities. 

The government hnnounccd lost week it will issue personal hunting 
licenses in an effort to slash the number of harp and gray seals blamed 
for depleting fish stocks off the cast coast of Canada. 

It will allow commercial and part-time sealers to kill 194,000 seals 
annually, compared to the current limit of 50,000. 

Fishcmqcn who want to catch seals for food and those with big- 
game hunting licenses will be allowed to kill six seals a year.

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MOSCOW (AP) — President 
Boris Yeltsin, looking somber but 
fit, defended his decision to send 
Russian soldiers to war in Chechnya 
and blamed his military leaders 
Thursday for the “big losses” and 
“human rights violations’* in the 
breakaway southern republic. 

It was Yeltsin’s sharpest criticism 
yet of the military. Some analysts 
have predicted a high-level shakcup 
will follow. 

Yeltsin, in his annual state of the 
nation address to a joint session of 
parliament, o bs erved a moment of 
silence with'lawmakcrs in the 
Kremlin’s Marble Hall for victims 
of the Chechnya bloodshed. 

“The fire of an armed mutiny has not 
been yet extinguished in the Chechen 
republic,” Yeltsin said. “Russian sol- 
diers fulfill their duty in the most diffi- 
cult conditions there. People arc still 
dying and suffering there.” 

The president’s health and drinking 
habits have been the subject of 
renewed speculation. For many in the ■ 
hall, his performance was at least as 


interesting as what he had to say. 

Yeltsin looked confident as he 
strode to the microphone to deliver 
the hourlong address. But he rarely 
looked up from his text and paused 
briefly at one point, apparently los- 
ing his place. 

He sounded defensive, especially 
when explaining his economic and 
military policies to a largely 
unfriendly audience. Unlike previ- 
ous addresses, there was no soaring 
rhetoric, no promises of better times 
ahead. 

L awmakers offered Yc ltsi n _a 

coldly polite reception, giving him 
mild applause only when he com- 
pleted his speech. 

"The Russian president’s address ... 
docs not contain a single new word,” 
Gennady Zyuganov, the leader of the 
Communist Party, said later. 

Yeltsin reaffirmed his support for 
economic and political reforms, and 
urgpd lawmakers to sharply control 
yarn spending and curb inflation. He 
■declared stabilizing the beleaguered 
ruble to be “the primary task."

We want you to know 
about young suspects

, Those arc the four suspects in the 
recent rampage of burlary and de- 
struction across the Magic Valley. 
Publication of those names in a news 
story Thursday - and again here - 
should serve as a message to kids and 
their parents. 

The message. is this: Although Ida- 
ho law still protects underage crimi- 
nal suspects from the harsh light of 
publicity, this newspaper no longer 
will routinely do so. When we find 
out the names of juvenile suspects in 
serious, high-profile crimes, we in- 
tend to let our readers know who they 
arc. 

That’s a departure /rom how juve- 
niles traditionally have been treated. 
(VJost states protect the names of ju- 
venile offenders. The theory is, 
branding kids as criminals may 
harm attempts to straighten them 
out. 

Most newspapers, this one includ- 
ed, have voluntarily gone along with 
that reasoning. 

But Americans arc taking a differ- 
ent view of juvenile crime these days. 
Juvenile offenders aren’t just 
shoplifting and stealing hubcaps any- 
more. The recent local crime spree 
involved a gang of young criminals 
terrorizing innocent people, breaking 
into houses, and carrying and using 
guns. 

The suspects’ ages don’t make 
much difference to the victims of 
those crimes. When your house is 
trashed, when your property is gone, 
and when your personal safety has 


been threatened, you’re not likely to 
be comforted by the knowledge that 
the perpetrators were too young to 
vote. 

We think folks, in our community 
have a right to know the identities 
of potentially dangerous people liv- 
ing among them - regardless of 
age. ! 

As of December oflast year, thanks 
to action by the state Legislature, 
some kinds of juvenile crime records 
will be made public. When a juvenile 
criminal is 14 or older, and when the 
crime would be a felony if committed 
by an adult, the young miscreant’s 
name, offense and ease disposition 
will be a public record. 

That's a good step. But it’s not 
enough in eases such as this month’s 
crime spree. When a community has 
been outraged by vicious and violent 
crimcs/we don’t think people should 
have to wait for final court action be- 
fore hearing the full details of the 
ease. 

We have always printed the names 
of adult criminal suspects, and from 
now on we intend to do the same in 
especially serious juvenile eases. Al- 
though the law says police can’t iden- 
tify juvenile suspects, it doesn’t stop 
newspapers from investigating on our 
own. 

If we can track down the suspects’ 
names, we’ll share them with our 
readers. Readers can help us with that 
task, by calling us with tips. 

We hope that printing these names 
will cause some youngsters to think 
twice about their behavior. Mostly, 
though, we hopsJt simply helps 
community rcsidcnfs-protcct them-

Our attempts at addressing the 
public concern of accountability for perfor- 
mance in our schools have brought a focus 
to the issue. Our committee efforts arc to ' 
take input from principals, teachers and par- 
ents on what is excellence in our schools — — 
and how do we reward for that achievement. 
As part of that process, we have seen and re- 
peatedly remarked on the fact that there arc 
many positive things going on in our 
schools. 

To return to the interview, I indicated that 
1 had received calls from several con- 
stituents in my district expressing concerns 
about methods used to achieve the averages 
that Momingsidc reported in its test scores. 
These calls have occurred over the last six 


months. The reporter used selective bits of 
my conversation.

I believe that I made that quite 
clear in the interview! 

While the charges made by these individ- 
uals have caused me to reflect on them on 
more than one occasion, my actions have 
not been to criticize Momingsidc School. 1 
have discussed this concern with the state 
Department of Education last summer and, 
more recently, with Dr. Fox. 

It concerns me that the process appears 
to not be open enough to sufficiently an- 
swer public inquiry. That is a problem 
when you arc also trying to balance the in- 
quiry with the right to student confiden- 
tiality. This openness is a critical issue if. 
in the long run, test scores are used as a 
standard on student or school perfor- 

- mancc. : 

" “Let me conclude by saying that, contrary 
to the flavor of the article, l firmly support, 
the efforts that teachers and students arc 
making at Momingsidc School. You should 
be proud of your accomplishments. Several 
of my children have attended Momingsidc.

BOISE (AP) — Simmering 
resentment bf the Department of 
Fish and Game boiled over again 
Thursday among legislative budget 
writers who eliminated funding for 
the popular “Incredible Idaho" tele- 
vision program. 

After heading off an attempt to 
salvage the program on a tic vote, 
the Joint Finance-Appropriations 
Committee voted 11-7 to strip 
$97,100 in sportsmen license fees 
from the budget thoLihe relatively 
independent agency spends on the 
monthly show. 

The program, produced in con- 
junction with KTVB-TV in Boise - 



and focusing on wildlife and scenic 
resources, is aired by stations in 
Boise, Twin Falls, Idaho Falls, 
Lewiston and Spokane, Wash. 

The contract with KTVB-TV 
expires in June at the end of the 
existing budget year. 

Republican Gov. Phil Batt sup- 
ported the" action. He criticized sueh 


promotions in his State of the State 
address six weeks ago, calling than 
improper expenditures of public 
money that should be ended. 

“I believe that there certainly 
needs to be sufficient public infor- 
mation about the Fish and Game and 
other state departments,” Batt said 
after the committee vote. “But I 
think that we’ve allowed in some 
instances too much self-promotion 
to go on, and they put that one in 
that category.” 

KTVB-TV News Director Rod 
Gramcr was not available for imme- 
diate comment, but state officials 
said the station had indicatedlt may 


assume the entire financial burden 
for producing the show. 

The dispute marked the budget 
committee's opening session on 
fashioning the state spending details 
for 1996, U had no impact on the 
limited general tax revenues budget 
writers have to augment Batt's con- 
servative SI. 35 billion spending 
blueprint. 

While in fnvor of the “Incredible 
Idaho” decision, the governor was 
less adamant about a second pro- 
gram called “Exploring Idnho" — 
produced and aired by KTVB-TV 
with about $100,000 in cash from 
the hotel room tax funn clod through

the Department of Commerce. 

That program also is aired by the 
same stations in Boise, Twin Falls, 
Idaho Falls, Lcwistcuuind Spokane. 
Like “Incrcdiblc Idaho," the rights 
to produce and air “Exploring' 
Idaho" arc awarded by bid, and offi- 
cials said stations other than KTVB- 
TV had expressed interest. 

Since he is philosophically 
opposed to government financing of 
essentially commercial enterprises, 
Batt ncknowledgcdhc would have to 
review that program as well whop its 
contract expires next February. 

However, he said, “The 
"Department of Commerce is basical- 


ly an advertising program. for the 
state of Idaho, and that's their job to 
promote travel, to promote the assets 
of Idaho. I consider that to be a dif- 
ferent matter.” 

Fish and Game’s production was 
supported by some lawmakers who 
saw it as informative, instructive and 
a valuable alternative Jbr what several 
called “the trash that is on" tclcvison. 

After initially collaborating with 
Idaho Public Television on 
"Incredible Idaho,” Fish and Game 
Director Jerry Conley said his 
department decided it could reach 
more viewers for less money on 
commercial TV. 


BOISE (AP) — Republicans on 
the House State Affairs Committee 
have killed an attempt to limit. state 
campaign contributions despite 
complaints from some legislators 
about the soaring cost of running for 
office. 

On two 10-10 tie votes, the com- 
mittee declined on Thursday to act 
on a bill sponsored by Rep, Jim 
Stoichcff, D-Sandpoint. It would 
have limited donations from each 
individual or group to Jf5,000 per 
election cycle in statewide races and 
SI. 000 in legislative and local races. 

The bill is dead unless two-thirds 
of the committee votes to revive it. 

All four Democrats on the panel 
voted to support StoichefTs bill, 
along with six Republicans, mainly 
from rural areas. 

"It's ridiculous how much money 
is being spent in campaigns,” said 


Rep. Gertrude Sutton, R-Midvale. “If 
this can slow that down. I’m for it." 

But committee members from 
Ada and Canyon counties voted 
against it, arguing that it costs much 
more to campaign in more heavily 
populated areas than in rural areas. 

“You never have nny opposition. 
You don’t know what it’s about.” 
Rep. Ruby Stone, R-Boisc, told 
StoichcfT, who seldom has had an 
opponent in winning 12 legislative 
terms. 

Rep. Milt Erhart, R-Boise, who 
ran unsuccessfully for governor and 
the U.S. Senate before winning a 
legislative seat last year, said the 
StoichcfT bill was more restrictive 
than federal limits. 

Rep. Jesse Bcrain, R-Boisc, said it 
would hit Republicans harder than 
Democrats since they hnve more pri- 
mary election contests. But 


Stoichcff cited the fact that 34 
Republicans. had no general election 
oppqsition for legislative seats last 
year. 

Rep. Bruce Newcomb, R-Burlcy, 
said limits were needed to stop peo- 
ple like someone he knew “who has 
caused n lot of problems in the water 
community,” and donated $30,000 
to a candidate in on attempt to buy 
influence. 

Voting against the limits were 
Republicans Bill Deal and Ron 
Crane of Nampa; Bcrain, Stone, 
Erhart, Debbie Field and Paul 
Kjcllander of Boise; Dorr, Tom 
Locrtschcr of Idaho Falls and Twila 
Hombcck of Grangeville. 

Committee members also objected 
to limiting contributions to SS.000 
for both the primary and general 
elections. Some members said they 
might support the bill if it allowed ■ 


S5.000 donations for each election, 
or $10,000 total. 

“Five thousand is a pretty good- 
sized contribution. When you get 
above that, races arc going to be 
bought," StoichcfT said. "You need 
to be getting your money from the 
working people, small farmers and 
the guy who has a shop on main 
street, not just the big dogs." 

Stoichcff said his analysis shows 
that 22 Republicans, 22 Democrats 
and one independent would have 
had to return contributions last year 
if the donation limit had been in 
effect. 

He said former Democratic 
Attorney General Larry EchoHawk, 
who lost the 1994 race for, governor 
to Republican Phil Batt, .would have 
had to return $254,108 in donations 
and Batt would have had to turn 
down $96,000.

Senate committee retracts 
controversial child-abuse bill 

BOISE - The Senate Health and 
Welfare Committee has pulled back leg- 
islation critics warned would reverse 
progress made in recent years in the war 
against child abuse. 

The committee Wednesday agreed to 
drop most pieces of Chairman Grant 
Ipsen’s legislative package in favor of 
putting a task force to work on. the issue 
^during the test of this year. 

The legislation would-havc precluded 
state investigation of anonymous reports 
of suspected child abuse, subjected peo- 
ple making false reports to civil and crim- 
inal sanctions, required two doctors rather 
than one to corroborate abuse incidents, 
precluded children being removed from 
the home without parental notification 
and requires abuse allegations in divorce 
eases to be investigated within 30 days. 

Ipsen maintained the legislation pro- 
vided safeguards for the increasing num- 
ber of adults falsely accused of abuse. 

But opponents claimed that the legisla- 
tion would discourage people from report- 
ing suspected instances of abuse and that 
any legitimate problems with false allega- 
tions could be resolved more acceptably. 

Legislation levying fees for 
public documents endorsed 

BOISE - Legislation allowing cities to 
set a fee for copying public documents 
has been endorsed by a Senate committee. 

The State Affairs Committee Wednesday 
voted 5-4 to give cities the authority by res- 
olution to impose a fee up to 25 cents a 
page. Scott McDonald, director of the 
Association of Idaho Cities, indicated that 
the fee was prompted by requests from 
newspapers for huge numbers of docu- 
ments that created personnel and financial 
problems for local governments. 

McDonald said there were more than 
isolated cases of newspapers running 
amok, and the. fee would at least force 
them to narrow the scope of what he 
called fishing expeditions. 

Critics of the bill, which still needs full 
Senate approval before going to the 
House, expressed concern that the imposi- 
tion of the fee would be arbitrary and used 
to discourage access to public documents.

Court rules against ear surgery

BOISE - The Idaho Supreme Court 
affirmed Thursday an Idaho Department of 
Health and Welfare decision: Medicaid 
docs not have to pay for cosmetic surgery 
to help raise a Rupert boy’s self-esteem. 

But the Twin Falls attorney who repre- 
sented 9-year-old Jeremy Viveros said 
Thursday there now may be private fund- 
raising efforts to pay for an operation to 
reduce and reshape Jeremy’s protruding 
cars. Among other problems, Jeremy is 
developmental^ delayed both psychologi- 
cally and behaviorally, and his brain was 
damaged at birth. 

Jeremy, who docs not have hearing prob- 
lems, -was denied Medicaid coverage by 
Health and Welfare’ for the cosmetic 


surgery, which the department deemed 
medically unnecessary. Fifth District Judge 
Daniel B. Mcchl upheld the department’s 
decision. 

Attorney Michael F. McCarthy argued 
Jeremy’s appeal case before Supreme 
Court justices last November, when they 
were in Twin Falls to hear nine eases. On 
Thursday, McCarthy said he had not seen 
the decision but would like to see if the jus- 
tices adopted some definition of “medical 
necessity.” 

Jeremy’s mother, Diana Viveros, was 
unavailable for comment Thursday, 
McCarthy said. 

Diana Viveros took her son to Twin Falls 
plastic surgeon Dr. H. Peter Doblc 11 about 
two years ago because Jeremy was being 
teased aboqt his ears. Doblc consulted with 
Twin Falls psychiatrist Dr. Richard W. 


Worst and concluded cosmetic surgery is 
needed to preserve Jeremy’s self-esteem, 
McCarthy had told the justices. 

Deputy Attorney General James T. Baird, 
representing Health and Welfare, had said 
anyone could demand Medicaid pay for 
surgeries such os tummy tucks, breast 
reductions, hair transplants and liposuctions 
under that definition of “medically neces- 
sary.” All could cause a person with low 
self-esteem to feel better, he told Justices. 

McCarthy, however, had said there 
would have to be a strong showing of 
“medically necessary" from n psychiatrist 
and physician before other such surgeries 
would have to be paid by Medicaid. 

McCnrthy said Thursday some people 
talked with him about fund-raising efforts 
for Jeremy after the Supreme Court appeal 
was heard. 


Dress-code bill dies in committee

BOISE - The Idaho Legislature will not 
attempt to pass two bills dealing with dress 
codes for public school students arid teachers. 

The Senate Education Committee on 
Thursday killed two measures intended to 
strengthen and clarify the authority of 
local districts to impose dress codes. 

Sen. Rod Beck, R-Boisc, was among 
committee members arguing that local 
school districts “don’t need the state 
telling them to establish a dress code." 

Sen. Robert Geddes Jr., R-Preston, 
wns the only committee member sup- 
porting the dress code bills. He said dis- 


tricts in his area favor them. 

"It would be a good support system for 
them to put a little more teeth into it,” he 
said. 

The bill to allow restrictions on students’ 
clothing was sponsored by Sen. Denton 
Darrington, R-Declo. Sen. Joyce 
McRobcrts, R-Twin Falls, sponsored a bill 
to allow restrictions on teachers’ clothing. 

Education Committee Chairman John 
Hansen, R-Idaho Falls, said the bills were 
intended to clarify the enforcement 
authority, of local districts. One would 
have allowed districts to cover students 
with dress standards and another. wns 
intended for teachers and other staff. 


Hansen said although it would not be a 
mandate from the state, many districts 
would interpret the bills as n directive 
from the Legislature to enact and enforce 
tougher dress codes. 

Sen. Gory Schrocder, R-Moscow, said he 
objected to the idea that the way a student 
dresses is a reflection of his or her character. 

“There is no relationship between dress 
and the quality of teaching," he said. 
"This is n step in the wrong direction." . 

“I'm not convinced we need to legislate 
this,” said Sen. Judi Danielson, R- 
Council. However, turning to the school 
lobbyists at the hearing, she said, “If they 
don’t address it, we will have to.”

‘ KIMBERLY - This week, the City 
Council appointed a new mayor - filling 
the empty scat for the second time in. less 
than a year - while chastising another 
mayoral applicant for lending a campaign 
against city officials. 

Jim Sorensen, who teaches agriculture at 
Kimberly High School, wns sworn in 
Tuesday, afler the council unanimously 
approved his appointment. Sorensen, 47, 

.. has lived and taught in Kimberly for 25 
years. 

The Kimberly city government has been 
in a state of fiux since the resignation of 
Mayor Jesse Posey 13 months ago. 
Councilman George McAdams was 
appointed mayor in March of lost year and 
resigned several weeks ago. In addition, 
there have been two vacancies on the city 
council, making Sorensen the fourth 
appointment to the city government in the 
past year. 

Kimberly resident Betty Murray, who 
waged a strong but unsuccessful write-in 
campaign for City Council in November of 
1993, was considered by the council to fill 
each vacancy since Posey's resignation. 
But this week Murray was passed over for 
the fourth time. 

Murray became known in town for her 
open criticism of city officials, as she built 
a campaign plmform on what she called 
the need to clean up the city government 
and the police department. 

But according to Councilman David 
Ovcracrc, Murray took her assault on the 
city too far. 

Tuesday, Ovcracrc rebuked Murray's 
tactics, charging her with staging a cam- 
paign to make city officials look bad 
through a series of fetters to the editor 
from town residents, published in The 
Times-News. 

Several of the letters were not written by 
the people who signed them, Overacre 
said, but were either written by Murray 
herself, or were written under Murray's 
direction. 

"I feel Ms. Murray has been malicious 
in her attempt to cast an unfavorable 
image on our community and has made 
inflammatory statements against the city 
for her own personal ambitions,” 
Ovcracrc said. “I feel the citizens of this 
community have been lied to, and 
_deserve.an.apology_from_Ms,. Murray.

Energy Department budget may impede INEL cleanup

IDAHO FALLS -The U.S. Energy 
Department's contamination-cleanup motto 
is "On the Move," but budget constraints 
might put some projects on hold. 

Energy Secretary Hazel O'Leary has said 
her department may seek to renegotiate 
some deadlines if the new budget makes 
them impossible to meet. The agency, at 
the Idaho National Engineering Laboratory 
and other sites, negotiated deadlines with 
host states three years ago. 

Missing deadlines can leave the Energy 
Department open to state fines. 

Al4hc INEL, officials say they still plan 
to meet the rcquiicmcnts, although they 


arc not ruling out new negotiations cover- 
ing radioactive waste and hazardous mate- 
rials. 

The waste is buried and stored atop the 
eastern Snake River Plain Aquifer, which 
provides water for thousands of people in 
the Magic VaHey. 

“The proposed budget is going to be very 
challenging in that regard,” spokesman 
Brad Bugger said. "As a last resort, DOE 
would go to the state -and renegotiate." 

The budget proposal, which has yet to be 
approved by Congress, gives S84 million to 
the INEL for cleanup next year. That is 
about S22 million short of what is needed if 
the Pit 9 project is included. 

Pit 9 is an experimental project to 


demonstrate new cleanup techniques at the 
Radioactive Waste Management Complex. 
The pit was used as a burial ground for plu- 
tonium-tainted debris trucked to (he site 
from Colorado decades ago. 

“Pit 9 is a priority," Bugger said, and 
managers will look to take money from 
other INEL divisions to get the cleanup 
there done on time. 

Under a consent agreement signed by 
state officials, a number of studies to deter- 
mine the extent of cleanup necessary are to 
be completed this year. Excavation already 
has started on deadline at Pit 9, but addi- 
tional milestones must be reached this year 
andin^l996. 

Dean Nygard, who oversees federal com- 


pliance for the Idaho Division of 
Environmental Quality, said he assumes 
everything will move ahead as planned. 

"So far the money has been there," he 
said. However, "It gels a little more diffi- 
cult every year." 

Nygard said he was unsure what the state 
would do if the Energy Department cannot 
find the money to keep its word. 

“It creates an array of legal problems that 
I really don't feel comfortable getting into," 
he said. 

But he said suite officials arc concerned 
about the prospect of cleanup delays, espe- 
cially since projects like Pit 9 ore moving 
beyond study and into more costly design 
and actual cleanup.

acreage was sold to them. 

“I would not object to smells from 
the dairy. I have worked on them 
and understand what happens,” 
Martinez said. 

Paul Aston, planning officer for 
the county, told the commissioners 
the application for the livestock 
operation was filed in March and 
Martinez did not buy the property 
until May. 

Commission Chairman John 
Remsberg said his concern was to 
maintain separation between areal 
dairies and homes. The commission 
accepted the ruling of planning and 
zoning.

County plans to help SuiteT^ 

with animal shelter Dreams!

RUPERT - Minidoka County 
offered its support this week to help 
cities in the county fund nn animal 
pound. 

After more than a year without an 
animal shelter, officials in Minidoka 
County agreed this week on a site in 
the northwest comer of Paul and will 
meet Tuesday to draw up plans, said 
Bill Rickcrt, a member of Rupert's 
..planning and zoning commission. 

According to Commissioner John 
Remsberg, the county agreed to sup- 
port the joint effort because the 
cities have backed off from a more 
expensive proposal. 

"The bone of contention in the 
past was they wanted the county to 
share in a more elaborate facility," 
Remsberg said. 

He reiterated a county plan in a 
meeting at Rupert City Council 
chambers Monday that the county 
would pick up 52 percent of con- 
struction costs and would ask cities 
to pay for the rest. Under 
Rcmsbcrg’s proposal, the county 
would pay $150 a month in operat- 
ing costs for the pound. 

A former proposal called for 
$75,000 in building materials alone, 
Remsberg said. 

“The commission questions even 


now if we should have a dog pound, 
because we can take dogs to Buriey for 
a fraction of the cost,” Remsberg said. 

It costs the county $5 per dog to use 
the Burley Animal Shelter, according 
to Duane Smith, Minidoka County 
Clerk. County dog catchers took 22 
dogs to Burley in December, Smith 
said. That totals $1 10 for the month. 

Rickcrt said that, a committee will 
meet Tuesday in the county building 
and zoning office to come up vvith a 
proposal to present to cities and 
.counties. _ . . 

The best option at this point is to 
have someone build the pound and 
then lease it to the county and cities, 
Rickert said. Details about who 
would gain ownership of the pound 
when the building is paid for still 
needs to be decided, he said.

CSIperfomiers 
craft Williams’ 
‘Glass Menagerie’ 
for February show

TWIN FALLS — Local audiences 
will be invited to journey into a realm 
of memories and illusions next week. 

The College of Southern Idaho Dra- 
ma Departments upcoming production 
will commemorate the 50th anniversary 
of Tennessee Williams* classic, “The 
Glass Menagerie.’’ It’s a memory play, 
jam-packcd with illusions, and since its 
Broadway debut in 1945 it’s been per- 
formed worldwide at least 10,000 times, 
by one estimate. 

It's also been the subject of three 
movies, the most recent filmed by Paul 
Newman eight years ago, starring his 
wife. Jonnne Woodward, and John 
Mnlkovich and Karen Allen. 

The CSI production consists of flash- 
backs fihd attempted revivals of the 
past, said its director, Fran Tanner. It 
begins in the 1940s, with narrator Tom 
Wingfield recalling the late 1930s — 
arid fragments of his life with his moth- 
er and sister. 

Like a fleeting memory, the play is 
not completely realistic. Tanner is using 
lighting and minimal set designs to sug-' 
gest this. 

The lights define the set, creating an 
illusion of reality, she said. 

This illusion motif recurs throughout 
every aspect of the play. 

Carrie Bounous, who plays Amanda 
Wingfield, the mother, sees her charac- 
ter as a faded southern belle, a woman 
who lives outside of reality. 

"She is reliving the past to escape 
from the present," Bounous said. 

In reality, however, Amanda’s relived 
victories are simply a facade to help her 
look important for her kids, Bounous 
explained. 

One day, Aman- 
da decides (hat her 
disabled daughter,

Haynes), must 
marry. In fact,

The glass menagerie portrays the 
fragility of Laura’s own lifc K said Mor 
gnn Williams, who plays Tom. 

In the play, Tom truly loves his frail 
• sister. 

“They arc the only ones that connect 
in their little world," Williams said. 

But Tom's character also wants to es- 
cape from the confining, illusionary 
world around him. 

“He’s like any other rebellious teen- 
ager who’s trying to find himself,” 
Morgan Williams said. 

In order to identify with his character, 
Morgan Williams said he drew upon 
emotions common to both his character 
and himself. 

Bounous did the same with her char- 
acter. 

“These emotions are the saving 
grace," she said. "There isn’t anyone 
who has not felt these at one time." , 

That may be why. this play has been 
so popular for a half century and count- 
ing. 

“Life repeats itself," Tanner said, 
- who added that the play contains "great 
interest and universal appeal.” 

With the time-frame of the play sand- 
wiched between the Great Depression 
and World War II, it is mostly about a

HAGERMAN — It’s impossible 
. to count the wintertime population 
of birds in the Hagerman Valley, but 
groups that, tried last year in one day 
tallied 60,000 birds in 88 species. 

With so much bird activity, the lo-’ 
cal Chamber of Commerce is prp- 
moting the valley’s feathered 
scenery with its second annual 
Hagerman Valley Bird Festival, be- 
ing held today,. Saturday and Suit- 
day. 

— “Wc : ve-got -some great speakers 

this year.” said Terry Prince, secre- 
tary for the chamber. "We cover 
both the birders (watchers) and the 
hunters.’’ 

The headliner this year, she said, 
is Morland Nelson, an Idaho nutivc 
who is among the world's leading 
authorities on raptors. 

‘‘He’s been on PBS, Disney Chan- 
nel. Discovery Channel,” Prince 
said. “He goes atl over. He’s nor- 
mally out of the country this time of 
year. We just lucked out.” 

Nelson, who will give his presen- 
tation on Saturday at 7 p.m. at the 
American Legion Hall, travels the 
world to help with the conservation 
of raptors and other birds. In Idaho. 
He was instrumental in establishing 
the Birds of Prey Refuge south of 
Kuna near Swan Falls Dam. That, 
refuge along the Snnkc River now 
retains the largest concentrations of 
eagles, hawks and prairie falcons 
anywhere on earth. 

The opening show before Nelson 
features Pat Smith; wlfo has exper- 
tise in taking care of injured birds. 
She will have a great horned owl 
and other live birds for people to 
see. Prince said. 

Another highlight of the bird festi- 
val will be the hunting dog demon- 
stration presented Saturday at I p.m, 
by the Idaho Retriever Club. 

• “They’ll have trainers, hunters and 
breeders there at City Park,” Prince 
said. “They had a real good show 
last year. Those dogs arc fantastic.” 
Tonight from 5:30 to 6:30 p.m., 
visitors are invited to prowl around 
the Thousand Springs Nature ‘Con- 
servancy to sec the owls that nest 
here to raise their young. 

“They just magically appear and 
disappear." preserve Manager Chris 
O’Brien said. “They’re a lot more 
common than people think." 

The smaller screech owls, which 
whistle, make their home in the old 
dairy barn. O’Brien said, and they 
’ arc the easiest to find. 

“The bam owls should be called 
screech owls, because they, make all 
kinds of hcllacious sounds," she 
said, “1 see individuals, but I have 
no idea how many there arc. I sus- 
pect they nest in the cliffs." 

tile third and largest variety here 
is the great horned owl, O’Brien 
said, and at least two pair are now 
nesting at the preserve. The homed 
owls, she added, are the ones that 
hoot, and jhey are active just ofier 
dusk or just before dawn. 

O’Brien 1 said maps to the conser- 
vancy are available at the NPS visi- 
tors center in Hagerman, or people 
can call her for directions at 536- 
6797. 

Bird watchers who take the 
morning tours this weekend might 
see northern harriers, sparrow 
hawks or curlews with long, 
curved beaks. 

“There’s a pretty good diversity 
of critters here,” said Bob Will- 
hitc, chief ranger at the Hagerman 
Fossil Beds National Monument.

“They come because of the Thou- 
sand Springs, where water flows 
out at a constant 56 degrees. That 
keeps the ice from forming on this 
stretch of the river, so the water- 
fowl just really flocks to this 
area." 

In addition to the warmer water, 
Willhitc said, the Hagerman Val- 
ley also has national and state 
refuges that provide a huge 
wildlife refuge and cover area for 
animals as well as birds. 

' “One thing that’s really nice to 
watch is. both morning and 
evening, the spfccics change 
places," he said. "At about -5 
o'clock, the Canadian -geese that 
have been feeding in the fields 
start flying in. and the ducks that 
have been in the ponds floating 
around all day are taking off. so 
you end up with a real mix of fly- 
ing birds." 

Willhitc said the refuge ureas also 
are rich with many kinds of song- 
birds and with a variety of raptors, 
including several bald eagles. 

"These tours are a great oppor- 
tunity to see this great gathering 
of waterfowl and birds," Willhitc 
said. “If people have a real inter- 
est in learning what (these birds) 
are, they’ve got the opportunity to 
go out with some guides that 
know what they’re looking at. 
That’s n big help." 

Golden eagles are doing their 
courtships this month. Malad 
Gorge State Park manager Kevin 
Lynott reported. 

These giant birds swoop and 
spin to the ground, or soar along 
the edges of the nearby cliffs for 
hours. 


"It just depends how active they 
arc that day,” Lynott said. 

A nice variety of birds of prey 
make their nests at this park, located 
just off the interstate cast of Bliss, 
and those who come for the Sunday 
tour at 3 p.m. will get a chance to 
see these raptors. 

The two-hour excursion, led by 
park ranger Jack Yarbrough, will be 
a combination of driving and walk- 
ing to various viewing sites. 

"Maybe," Lynott said, "they’ll 
even see the three elk living in the 
park this winter.” 

Artists are bringing paintings, 
drawings, stained-glass creations, 
three- dimensional carvings and' 
taxidermy work to the art show in 
Hagermah this weekend. 

“And it\ill pertains to our feath- 
ered friendV” Prince said. *'We’vc 
got some very unique art coming 
from all over the state.” 

By invitation only, more than a 
dozen artists arc bringing their 
fowl works to the senior citizens 
center, where it is on display free 
for the public to see and. in some 
eases, to buy. 

As that ancient bog that is now 
the Hagerman Fossil Beds proves, 
this valley was the home to many 
species of prehistoric birds. 

And some of those species arc 
still around, Willhitc said. 

For people who want to know 
about birds of the past, paleontolo- 
gist Greg McDonald of Hagerman 
will discuss this topic on Saturday at 
3 p.m. al the NPS visitors center. 

“A lot of people think pelicans 
arc new to the area,” Willhitc said, 
“but we know they lived here 3 
million years ago as well.”

In one monologue, Tom alludes 
to "rust” being more destructive 
than "bombardment." Tanner 
compared this to Henry David 
Thorcau’s quotation, “Many 
spend their lives in quiet despera- 
tion," the rust being the quiet des- 
peration that cats away at the 
• characters. 

"The Glass Menagerie" is semi- 
autobiographical. In fact. Ten- 
nessee Williams gave his play’s 
main character — Tom Wingfield 
— his initials. 

“In this piny, the author defines 
himself ns he looks back," Tanner 
said. 

He had tried to erase the memo- 
ries, but couldn’t. Williams, who 
after Eugene O’Neill is the most 
celebrated American playwright 
of the 20th century, spent his life 
writing about weak women, their 
domineering mothers and strong, 
unsrucuplous men. 

To breathe life into the charac- 
ters of “The Glass Menagerie" is a 
challenge. Tanner said. And. with 
only four characters in the cast, 
there arc lots of lines to memo- 
rize, and plenty of character anal- 
ysis to accomplish. (The fourth 
character in the cast is Jim. the 
gentleman caller, played by Er- 
man Jones.) 

Tanner said the cast is using 
emotional recall to develop unique 
personality in their characters. 

They’re also using their sur- 
roundings^^. 

In Room 1 19 of CSl’s Fine Arts 
Building, where the play is per- 
formed, the audience is close to 
the actors, making it easier to em- 
pathize with the characters.

JACKPOT — Joe Stampley is 
known for livening up a nightclub 
with his rowdy, honky-tonk numbers 
— and for quieting it down with his 
love songs. 

The country singer with the high- 
energy concert style often involves his 
audiences in sing-alongs, hand clap- 
ping and dancing in the aisles. 

He developed his love of music 
growing up in tiny Springhill, La. He 
learned to play the piano when he was ’ 
6. His mom and dad sang harmony, 
while his grandmother played har- 
monica. His grandfather was a gospel 
music song director. 

When the family moved to 
Baytown, Texas, Stampley met the 
legendary Hank Williams at a radio 
.station. He told Williams he knew all 
of his songs and proceeded to demon- 
strate his ability on the spot. 

Williams’ advice? “Be yourself, 
sing like yourself and later it might 
pay off for you.” 

In 1961, Stampley joined a five- 
man pop and rock grobp coll The 
Cutups. They performed Tor local 
.. functions in the South. By 1 963, the 
group had changed its name to The 
Uniques. After The Uniques recorded 
a song entitled “Not Too Long Ago" 
(Stampley. had penned it with song- 
writer Merle Kilgore). Stampley head- 
ed down the road to success. 

. Along the way. he sold encyclope- 
dias, pumped gas and worked for the 
soft water department and for a paper 
mill. 

In 1971, Stcmplcy signed with 
ABC-Dot and recorded seven albums 
that produced such hits ns "Soul 
Song." "Too Far Gone,” “If You . 
Touch Me (You Gotta’ Love Me)," 
"I’m Still Lovin' You" and "All These 
Tilings.” 

In 1975. he moved to Epic, where 
he turned out 13 LPs with hits like 
’’Roll On Big Mnma,".”Rcd Wine and 
Blue Memories.” "If You’ve Got Ten 
Minutes” and “Do You Ever Fool 
Around?” 

Stampley has appeared on TV on

Melville’s kin floats new 


NEW YORK (AP) — The artist currently 
known as .Moby was looking at his shoes, two- 
. tone sneakers made of something that could have 
come from a cow. 

‘ These are fake suede," he said. “At least, 
that’s what everyone in the shoe store told me. I 
asked everybody. I was like, ’Arc you sure 
they're fake suede?’ ‘Yeah, they're fake suede.' 
‘Is the manager here?' And the manager told me 
they were fake suede." ■ 

Moby doesn't wear leather. He doesn’t drink, 
smoke or drive a car. He doesn’t eat animal prod- 
ucts. He recycles. He hates consumer culture — 
not that he can avoid being part of it, when he's 
about to release his first full-length album on a 
major label. 

“It's really difficult trying to maintain perfect 
standards in a flawed, imperfect world,” he said. 

Moby is known as a techno- rave artist, but his' 
new. album, "Everything Is Wrong." due out in 
March oit Elektra, hopscotches between punk, 
metal, Jamaican dancchnll and half a dozen other 
musical genres. 

'I think it’s just its much a classical record as it 
is a diincc record." he said. “I think the only uni- 
fying element to everything is that it all hits this, 
son of like, emotional quality to it." 

I he artist was interviewed in his studio in a 
brick building in Manhattan’s Little Italy. The 
narrow room was crammed with electronic equip- 
ment — ■ the list of machines on Moby's album 
credits is n long one — and containers of soy 
milk and organic peanut butter gave it a lived-in 
look. 

baggy jeans and a T-shirt hung from the 29- 
year-old's thin frame, and a stubble of hair cov- 
ered his head and face, The lace, which he oblig- 
ingly contorted into odd expressions for a pho- 
tographer, is an arresting one: bulbous forehead, 
prominent ears. 

Moby came by his name honestly. He is a 
great-great -great - nephew of the author Merman 
Melville's, bom Richard Melville Hall. The novel 
"Moby Dick" is one of Melville's greatest works. 
"Moby is my nickname that I was giver

because my mother thought that Richard was too 
big a name for a teeny little baby. And my father 
said, 'OK, he's white. He’s amorphous. Let's call 
him Moby.’" 

The name stuck, and, "In a weird way it kind of 
makes sense," lie said, “because I like what the 
whale represents in 'Moby Dick.’ which is the 
uncontrollable romantic notion of nature as dis ; 
tinct. separate from humanity. And when humans 
try to conquer it they get smashed by it."' 


A man of strong opinions,' Moby has used the 
liner notes to the new album as a forum for them. 

"The Christian right is neither," he writes. 
“God is angry. I think. Here in the United States, 
vast numbers of politicians and religious leaders 
(the line between the two being blurry) arc mas- 
querading hate, racism, sexism and ignorance 
under the banner of conservative Christian val- 
ues." And so on. 

Asked whether record buyers might feci he is 
preaching at them, Moby said: "I’m sure a lot of 
people will. But I wouldn't be happy with myself 
if I was just putting out a record without express- 
ing myself. There are 6 billion people on the face 
_ of the Earth — how many-pcoplc get to make 
records and have liner notes?" 

Whatever the' number, it's unlikely that many 
' are producing anything as eclectic as “Everything 
Is Wrong." 

A couple of cuts on the album — notably 
the punkish "What Love" — sound more like 
moshing than dancing music, while “God 
Moving Over the Face of the Waters” suggests 
Debussy. 

Several beat- heavy numbers seem designed 
to induce the trance state associated with the 
rave scene, a scene whose passing Moby 
laments in "Bring Back My Happiness." 

"It’s on its last legs, basically," he said. "It 
was something I cared so much about, and it’s 
difficult to see something that you really love 
become sullied." 

"Everything Is Wrong" follows “Move,"' an EP 
released by Elektra, and some small-Inbcl record- 
ings that Moby says he was not happy with. 

At this point Moby is better known in 
Europe, where dance music sells, than he is in 
the United States. But he imagines becoming, 
through some "fluke," very successful. 

“Suppose Rolling Slone came to me and 
said. ‘We'd like to put you on the cover,'" he 
mused. "I'd say, ’[’ll do it, blit not if you guys 
are advertising cigarettes and. alcohol — and 
no "Be all you can be" Army advertise- 
ments.’"

If the phrases “Marcin, Marcia, 
Marcia!" and “Oh, my nose!" hold no 
significance for you, you meet the first 
set of criteria indicating you should 
stay away . from “The Brady Bunch 
Movie.” 

If you remember 
the 1969-74 situa- 
tion comedy, but 
can’t imagine why 
anyone would 
spend time or 
money launching it 
onto the big 
screen, nothing in 
the film will 
change your mind. 

That leaves ' 

. those of us who. Long 
through the mind- 

numbing magic of after-school 
reruns, literally grew up with this 
fictional clan of three boys, three 
girls, two parents, a maid and, some- 
times, a dog. We couldn’t always 
identify with the tambourine-bang- 
ing antics of life on the road with the 
Partridges, but many experiences of 
the Brady kids comily hit home with 
'70s suburban youth. 

“The Brady Bunch Movie" docs □ 
campy — and eerie — job of rc-crcat- 
ing the show’s characters and sets, but 
largely just plunders old episodes for 
its gags, story (what story there is) and 
sub-plots. 

The movie’s culture-clash premise 
has the action taking place today, 
but with the Bradys just as they 
were in the early '70s: constantly 
smiling, attired in bell-bottoms, 
spouting exclamations like 
“Groovy!” and “Far out!" Eldest son 
Greg isn’t threatening to come home 
with a pierced nipple; housekeeper 
Alice isn’t whipping up low-fat, iced 
cappuccino for Brady parents Mike 
and Carol. Instead, teen vanity (Jan 
feels "positively goofy" wearing her 
glasses!) and dnting protocol 
(Marcia inadvertently makes two 
dates for the same night!) preoccupy 
the Brady youth. 

The bigger picture has the Bradys 
fiercely holding on to their San 
Fernando Valley home despite some 
seriously overdue property taxes and 
neighborhood pressure to sell out to 
big business. 

Something like “Wayne’s World," 
for instance, didn't need much story 
to generate plenty of laughs. Indeed, 
screenwriters of that 1991 hit 
worked on “The Brady Bunch 
Movie.” 

But like middle-sister Jan strug- 



Just by his presence, Sean Connery 
often lights up his movies. That shaggy 
Scottish machismo and wit he's had 
since the end of his Bond days give his 
pictures warmth, weight and solidity. 
And Laurence Fishbume, ever since he 
was a teen-ager {and a Larry), gives his 
movies a certain danger, a spark of 
uncertainty. 

But try as they might, Connery and 
Fishbume can’t put much light, spark, 
danger or even schsc into "Just Cause." 
Initially interesting, this would-be 
thinking-man’s mystery thriller, set in 
Miami and small-town Florida, runs 
right off the rails. 

It’s an unnerving spectacle, since, 


for a while, the 
'movie seems to 
work . fine. 
Connery plays - 
Paul Armstrong, a 
renowned writer 
and Harvard law 
professor passion- 
ately opposed to 
the death penalty. 
And Fishbume 
Connery l>l»ys T “ nn y 
Brown, a back- 
woods Florida detective so passionate- 
ly in favor of it that he's apparently 
willing to shove his gun down a sus- 
pect’s throat to railroad him to the elec- 
tric choir. 

“Just Cause" might better have been 


called "Without a Cause.” Or “Without 
a Clue.” Or maybe “Just Because,” 
which is a plausible screenwriter’s 
answerio why eve ryth I ng'hcnrsccnw~ 
so nutty, why these writers loaded up 
their movie with preposterous twists 
and so-called surprises and crammed it 
so full of grabs from other films — 
from "Bad Day at Black Rock” to 
'Touch of EviF.to “The Silence of the 
Lambs” to “Cape Fear” — that it 
seems like a movie-thriller bargain 
sale. 

Unfortunately the chaotic script 
says something. These days, if you 
think your cause is just, it may not 
seem to matter that your story is sense- 
less! (Twin Cinema, Century Ciriema 
ofBuricy)

gling for her identity, "The Brady 
Bunch Movie" isn’t quite sure what 
it wants to be. There arc a few 
“Airplane!”/"Nakcd Gun"-style 
gags, broad physical humor, sexual 
double-entendres more reminiscent 
of “Three’s Company," and jokes 
eked out of clichcd supporting char- 
acters (Hey, it's a titillating, alco- 
holic, sex-starved neighbor! And her 
arrogant, greedy land-developer hus- 
band!). The tone is uneven, the pace 
not punchy enough. 

There is some fun seeing poly- 
ester-perfect rc-creations of the 
characters. Christine Taylor's 
gleaming Marcin is a stand-out, and 
TV veterans Shelley Long and Gary 
Cole capture the parental flavor 
nicely. There arc a few charming 
guest cameos from those you’d 
expect, too. 

The film is funniest when it push- 
es the envelope, toying with silly 
scenarios that warped minds come 
up with after seeing those old 


episodes one too many times. What 
if one of Marcia’s female friends 
developed a crush on her? What if 
the Brady kids struck up one of their 
bubble-gum sing-olongs ... during a 
trip to Scare?

WASHINGTON — There are new 
signals Federal Reserve-engineered 
interest rate increases arc having their 
intended effect of slowing the na- 
tion’s economy. 

The Commerce Department report- 
ed Thursday housing starts plunged 
9.8 percent in January, to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 1.38 million, 
the biggest drop in a year. The weak- 
ness was seen in every region. 

At the same time, the Labor De- 
partment said the number of newly 
luid-off American workers filing 
claims for unemployment benefits 
jumped by 20,000 to the highest level 
in a month. 

Robert R. Davis, an economist with 
the Savings & Community Bankers 
of America, said the decline in hous-

ing construction "is-noi unique to that 
sector of the economy.** 

"1 expect the rest of the economy to 
be moving down as well,” he added. 
“The GDP will be well below 2 per- 
cent (at an annual rate) in the second 
half of the year." - 
The gross domestic product grew 4 
percent in 1994, despite six interest 
rate increases. The Fed raised rates 
again' last month, continuing its effort 
to stow the economy sufficiently to 
prevent any escalation in inflation. 

The January drop in starts was the 
second monthly decline. They fell 0.6 
percent in December, to a 1.53 mil- 
lion annual rate, after rising 5.9 per- 
cent during favorable building weath- 
er in November. 

Michael Carlincr, an economist 
with the National Association of 
Home Builders, said a survey of 358 


members earlier this month suggested 
the slowdown continued into Febru- 
aiy.

But Sporkin ruled that the settlement was 
"too narrow," and neither side addressed his 
concern "that the decree be expanded to cov- 
er all of Microsoft’s commercially marketed 
operating systems." 

Sporkin said the government hadn’t pro- 
vided him with enough information to deter- 
mine if the agreement was in the public inter- 
est. And the settlement lacks sufficient en- 
forcement procedures, he said. . 

_ Spor kin has s cheduled aJicaring MarchJ.6^. 
but no one seems to know what wilt take 
place then, or between now and then. In fact, 
industry insiders have been left to specula- 
tion, some even predicting an AT&T-like 
breakup of Microsoft. 

Oppenheimer & Co., which had previously 
recommended buying Microsoft’s slock, 
downgraded it to market performer. 

"From an investment standpoint, it reopens 
the entire legal risk associated with Microsoft 
all over again," said David Readerman of 
Montgomery Securities. "It introduces new 
uncertainties on the valuation of the stock." 

The decision comes at a time when Mi- 
crosoft is in the midst of scVcral critical pro- 
jects. 

Its Windows 95 operating system, said to 
be a vast improvement over the existing sys- 


tem, is due out in August. The company will 
soon launch the Microsoft Network online 
service. It has proposed buying Intuit and the 
popular Quicken personal-finance program. 
And it is working with cable giant TCI to ad- 
vance development of interactive television. 

Wendy Goldman Rohm, a Chicago-based 
writer who has been closely following the an- 
titrust case for years, thinks the case now has 
the potential to halt Microsoft momentum in 
all areas. The Intuit deal, especially, is likely 
to face close scrutiny, she says: “I don’t think 
(it) will be approved without major condi- 
tions being imposed.” 

At the same time, Sporkin’s decision gives 
new momentum to other criticisms from 
competitors, some of which until now have 
appeared little more than spitballs aimed at a 
grizzly bear. 

• A band of anonymous competitors, work- 
ing through a Silicon Valley attorney, has 
stirred opposition to the proposed Intuit ac- 
quisition, causing the Justice Department to 
extend its antitrust review of the deal. 

• Apple Computer last week sued Mi- 
crosoft, claiming it had stolen technology 
used to enhance computer video images. 
Some say the move was made to stall release 
of Windows 95, which uses the technology.

“Why did you play the slam as 
»you did?” asked the admiring (tib*- 
. itzer. “I saw the reason for the 
spade finesse, but how could you 
have been sure of the position in 
clubs?" 

“There were no sure things," 
was the reply. “However, often a 
defender's choice of opening lead 
can offer a strong clue.” 

South drew trumps in two 
rounds and led a Bpade to dum- 
my’s 10 and East’s queen. (Had 
West held both the queen and jack 
of spades, the finesse would have 
. cinched the slam.) East shifted to 
the diamond king, forcing South 
to win his ace. Now the slam rest- 
ed on bringing home four club 
winners. 

Searching for clues, South 
cashed dummy’s high spades. 
Both defenders followed suit, re- 
’ vealing nothing, so he cashed his 
king and queen of clubs,' dropping 
the 10 from East. When South's 
third club brought a low one from 
West, it was time for the crucial 
decision; Did East "start with J-10- 
4 of clubs or with 10-4? South 
guessed right and finessed dum- 
my ’s nine. This pick e d up the suit 
and South's losing diamond went 
on dummy’s club ace. 

Why did South finesse in clubs 
instead of playing for the drop? 
His answer was a simple one. 
“West is a good player who would 
avoid leading a trump against a 
small slam, at usually sacrifices a 
tempo for the defense.) Since he 
did lead a trump, I reasoned that 
he found any side-suit lead unat- 
tractive. Accordingly, I placed him 
with J-x-x-x in clubs instead of 
three small

Spencer's 
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What’s up with that crazy bunch of Bradys? 

ByAndyEdeto episodes h M been shown by their yonngej jdbltog.

On March 8,1974, a sit- 
com to had rated no high- 
er than 20th jilacc during its 
live-year run aired its final 
original episode. Few 
Americans over the age of 
16 noticed or cared: After 
ail, this was a program the 
critics savaged and the 
mainstream press largely ig- 
nored. Newspaper TV 
columns carried neither eu- 
logies nor appeals to save it 
from cancellation. 

And why not? That 
show. “The Brady Bunch” 
would presumably be con- 
signed to reruns or more 
likely lo TV heaven. Life 
would go on. 

If anyone had the vision 
to predjel the show’s fate in 
the next 20 years, come 
forth now and give us a hint 
tm the price of IBM. 

For rather titan disappear- 
ing, "The Brody Bunch” be- 
came a touchstone for a 
ge neratio n, a show that h as 
elbowed its way into the 
pantheon of cult TV shows. 
The original program 
spawned a Saturday-morn- 
ing cartoon show, a 1977- 
78 variety hour, a 1981 
spinoff (“The Brady 
Brides,”) a 1988 TV movie 
(“A Very Brady Christ- 
mas”) and a 1990 drama sc- 
ries. In 1991 and 1992, a 
stage production, “The Real 
Live Brady Bunch,” rc-crc- 
alcd episodes word-for- 
word, packing houses in 
Chicago and New York. 

And now, the big screen 
beckons. “The Brady 
Bunch Movie’s” nominal 
plot may be the notion that 
the Bradys arc still stuck in 
the ’70s, although it’s 1995, 
but the movie that opens 
Friday is essentially an 85- 
minute in-joke whose sub- 
plots arc cobbled together 
from episodes of the origi- 
nal show. 

Those clueless folks over 
40 may be wondering how 
this happened. Why “The 
Brady Bunch” and not 
“Nanny and the Professor” 
or “The Courtship of Ed- 
die's Father”? 

Here are some reasons 
for the show’s long appeal: 

—GOOD TIMING AND 
THE ECONOMICS OF 
THE TV BUSINESS. The 
dam show has never left the 
air. Each of the 11? 


episodes has been 

over and over daily for the 
last two decades. The ex- 
plosion of cable oulcts cre- 
ated a hunger for program- 
ming. and the show’s 
wholcsomcncss made per- 
fect after-school fare (in an 
era where racier, more topi- 
cal sitcoms were being of- 
fered for syndication). 
Moreover, “The Brady 
Bunch” was in color, which 
was more desirable than the 
black-and-white whole- 
some sitcoms of the '50s. 
The constant reruns in- 
creased the show's fan base 
exp oncntially: They were 
watched not only by the 
show’s original viewers, but 


by their younger siblings, 
their younger siblings and 
by thcchildrcn of the origi- 
nal viewers. 

But what made this mass 
of viewers different from 
Those generations r that 
watched, say, “1 Love 
Lucy,” was that many of 
these kids were the products 
of broken homes. Divorces 
skyrocketed in the ’70s and 
’80s, causing immense pain 
and dislocation. Yet, every 
afternoon, kids could watch 
this program where a blend- 
ed family had worked 
things ou, 

—THE LURE OF NOS- 
TALGIA With their over- 
romanticizing of the '50s 


and '60s, baby boomers 
sometimes make it seem as 
if their Wonder Years were 
the only ones that mattered. 
As the post-boomers en- 
tered their 20s and 30s, they 
began to mythologize their 
own pasts — a key part. of 
which was spent watching 
“The Brady Bunch.” And 
after dealing with the sec- 
ondhand nostalgia (classic 
rock, carly-’60s sitcoms) 
handed down by the 
boomers, “The Brady 
Bunch" was something they 
could call their own, a kind 
of video fraternal hand- 
shake. The oldest boomers 
weren’t hooked on “The 
Brady Bunch"; when it pre- 


miered in 1969 they were in 
their early 20s, and most, 
certainly, didn’t stay home 
Friday nights to watch TV. 

—THE KITSCH VAL- 
UES. The 1970s was. as 
everyone agrees, among the 
most taste-free decades in 
world history. And in every 
episode of "The Brady 
Bunch," the most garish ex- 
cesses of that decade arc in 
your thee: from the Bradys’ 
avocado- and tangerine-col- 
ored kitchen to their 
“groovy" hairstyles to the 
crocheted vests, Huckapoo 
shirts and plaid bell-bot- 
toms. It’s humorous and 
embarrassing to realize that 
many of us wore the same 


outlandish outfits, and even 
more amusing to those who 
were too young to be there 
the first time around. 

From an adult perspec- 
tive, some of the show’s 
more goofy contrivances 
stand out in even bolder re- 
lief. Not just how dorky the 
kids were, but how did nine 
people shore one bathroom 
(and one wherewe never 
saw or heard a toilet)? What 
about the sexual subtext be- 
tween Greg and Marcia? 
How the hell did the family 
live that lifestyle on one in- 
come? 

And, they really acted 
like a bunch of white-bread 
dorks, didn’t they?
